SUBJECT: RESOURCE REQUIREMENTS FOR JOINT COMMISSION

BEGIN SUMMARY: REQUESTED ESTIMATES OF RESOURCES NEEDED FOR 
JOINT COMMISSION ACTIVITIES ARE GIVEN BELOW. THEY HAVE 
BEEN BROKEN INTO DIRECT COSTS, I.E., RELATED TO DIRECT 
LIAISON WITH AND MONITORING OF THE COMMISSION WORK, AND 
INDIRECT, THOSE INVOLVED IN THE INCREASE IN ACTIVITY 
RESULTING FROM THE OPERATIONS OF THE COMMISSION BUT 
NOT A PART OF COMMISSION PROGRAM AS SUCH. END SUMMARY 

1 . THE SAUDI ARABIAN/U.S. JOINT COMMISSIONS ON SECURITY 
AND ECONOMICS WILL REQUIRE EXTENSIVE STATE SUPPORTED 
POSITIONS AND SPECIAL COMMUNICATION FACILITIES BECAUSE 
OF THE 600-MILE SEPARATION OF THE EMBASSY FROM THE COMMISSION 
HEADQUARTERS IN RIYADN, IF THE EMBASSY IS 
TO MAINTAIN ITS TRADITIONAL COORDINATING AND LEADERSHIP 
ROLE IN U.S. ECONOMIC AND MILITARY POLICY MAKING IN THE 
KINGDOM, ADDITIONAL STAFF ARE GOING TO BE NECESSARY. 

WE HAVE JUST LEARNED THAT THE TECHNICAL COOPERATION AGREE- 
MENT WITH ITS TRUST FUND HAS BEEN APPROVED BY THE SAUDI 
GOVERNMENT. HOWEVER, THIS DOES NOT MEAN THAT THE DI- 
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RECTLY STATE-SUPPORTED POSITIONS AND COMMUNICATIONS 
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FACILITIES WILL BE UNNECESSARY. ON THE CONTRARY, THE 
EXTENSIVE NATURE OE THE NEW RELATIONSHIP UNDER THE 
ECONOMIC COMMISSION AND THE VERY LARGE MILITARY PROGRAM, 
IN PART INSPIRED BY THE SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP, MUST BE 
STAEFED MORE EULLY BY THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE. OVER THE 
PAST YEAR WE HAVE REPEATEDLY MADE EEEORTS FOR STAFFING 
THE ADDITIONAL EOREIGN SERVICE NEEDS IN SAUDI ARABIA. 

THE RESULT HAS SO EAR BEEN THREE LOCAL POSITIONS AND 
TWO OEEICERS. THE POSSIBLE ASSIGNMENT OE AN ADDITIONAL 
100 SAG-SUPPORTED USG CONSULTANT ADVISORS TO THE VARIOUS 
MINISTRIES WITHIN THE NEXT YEAR DEMANDS THAT THE DE- 
PARTMENT NOW STAEE THE OPERATIONS IN JIDDA, RIYADH, AND 
DHAHRAN ADEQUATELY . . .AND THE SOONER THE BETTER. 

2. OUR A-9I OE NOVEMBER 17, 1974, REQUESTING A 

$400,000 ANNUAL POST COST FOR ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL STILL 
STANDS AS THE BEST DESCRIPTION OP WHAT WE NEED. WE 
CANNOT BELIEVE THAT WITH THE PRIORITY BEING GIVEN TO 
ENERGY AND TO THE ENERGY RELATIONSHIP, THE DEPARTMENT 
CANNOT REORDER ITS PRIORITIES AND PIND EXTENSIVE SUP- 
PORT IN CONGRESS AND IN THE OFPICE OP MANAGEMENT AND 
BUDGET FOR ADDITIONAL STAFFING. ALL OF THE COMMISSIONS 
WERE PRINARILY DEVISED AS A RESULT OP THE NEEDS OP 
SAUDI ARABIA. THE RECENT BREAKTHROUGH AND AUTHORIZA- 
TION BY THE SAUDI GOVERNMENT FOR A RELATIVELY BROAD USE 
OP U.S. RESOURCES WILL REQUIRE EXTENSIVE ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND COORDINATING EFPORTS BY THE EMBASSY REGARDLESS OP 
DIRECT COMMISSION STAPFING. THEORETICALLY, THE NEW 
TRUST PUND PAYS MANY OF THESE INDIRECT COSTS OF AD- 
MINISTRATION AND EVEN WOULD PUND SOME OP THE NORMAL 
PROGRAM POSITIONS. BUT THIS CHOICE OP POLICY HAS BEEN 
REJECTED PARTLY BECAUSE OF THE NATURE OP THE CONPI- 
DENTIAL RELATIONSHIP NEEDED FOR SOME OF THE WORK 
AND PARTLY BECAUSE THE SAUDI GOVERNMENT MIGHT WELL 
OBJECT TO PAYING FOR WHAT IS PROPERLY A U.S. GOVERN- 
MENT PUNCTION: LIAIASON WITH THE COMMISSION. 

3. THE BASIC CONCEPT BEHIND THE POLLOWING DETAILED 
COST INFORMATION FOR THE PUTURE STAPPING PATTERN IS THAT 
THE U.S. COORDINATOR (NOTE THE SUGGESTED CHANGE IN 
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TITLE TO ACCORD WITH SAUDI PRACTICE) WILL WORK 
INDEPENDENTLY OP THE EMBASSY BUT REPORT TO A MINISTER 
COUNSELOR POR ECONOMIC AFPAIRS AND THE AMBASSADOR. 
DAY-TO-DAY LIAISON WITH THE EMBASSY CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED 
BY THE DEPUTY DOORDINATOR IN RIYADH (OUR PRESENT LIAISON 
OPFICER) WHO WILL WORK ABOUT 50 PERCENT OP THE TIME ON 
COMMISSION WORK AND THE REMAINDER ON LIAISON WORK POR 
THE EMBASSY WITH THE REST OP THE GOVERNMENT ON OTHER 
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SUBJECTS. 

4. UNDER PROJECT IMPLEMENTATION WE HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO 
BREAK DOWN THE WORK OF THE COORDINATOR OR OTHER MEMBERS 
OE THE EMBASSY INTO CAPITAL OR TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, 

SUCH AS SCIENTIFIC, TECHNOLOGICAL, CULTURAL, EDUCATIONAL 
EXCHANGE, ETC. IT IS OBVIOUS THAT ALL OF THESE WILL BE 
A PART OP THE WORK OP THE COORDINATOR IN TIYADH AND 
THEREFORE OP THE EMBASSY, IN PARTICULAR ITS ECONOMIC 
SECTION. APPROXIMATELY 50 PERCENT OP TOTAL EFPORT BY 
THE ECONOMIC STAPF AND 25 PERCENT OP THE TOTAL EPPORT 
OF THE EMBASSY COULD BE ASCRIBED TO THE WORK OP THE 
TWO COMMISSIONS IN OUR BEST JUDGEMENT. THE EMBASSY ESTIMATES 
THE POLLOWING BREAKDOWN OP COMMISSION WORK: 

SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 10 PERCENT 

AGRICULTURE 25 PERCENT 

STATISTICS 10 PERCENT 

STANDARDS AND COE 25 PZRCENT 

VOCATIONAL & HIGHER EDUCATION 25 PERCENT 

5. A WORD OF EXPLANATION IS IN ORDER: THE EMBASSY HAS 
CHOSEN TO BREAK DOWN THE PIGURES IN (I) DIRECT COSTS 
FOR STAFF TO BE ASSIGNED TO THE COMMISSION OFPICE IN 
RIYADH IN THE FUTURE AND WHICH SHOULD BE PAID POR BY 
STATE AND (2) INDIRECT COSTS, WHICH ARE THOSE ADDITIONAL 
COSTS TO THE EMBASSY OR THE CONSULATE GENERAL RESULTING 
PROM THE ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMISSION. THE STATEMENT 

OP COSTS POR THESE POSITIONS REPRESENT THE TOTAL COST 
FOR EACH POSITON. CALCULATION OF COST ASSIGNABLE TO 
COMMISSION WORK AS SUCH SHOULD BE MADE FOR THE -INDIRECT" 
POSITIONS BY PRO-RATING THESE FIGURES (EXCEPT FOR TRAVEL 
COSTS) BY 50 TO 60 PERCENT. WE HAVE ALSO INCLUDED 
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ADDITIONAL SPACE REQUIMENTS AT JIDDA WHICH ARE NEEDED 
IP THE ADDITIONAL PLOW OF BUSINESSMEN AND AMERICAN PIRMS 
RESULTING FROM THE WORK OF THE COMMISSION ARE TO BE ADE- 
QUATELY SERVICED. WE HAVE NOT INCLUDED ANY OP THE POSI- 
TIONS AND OTHER COSTS REQUESTED IN A-91 OF NOVEMBER 17, 

1974, WHICH WE DID NOT THINK COULD BE DIRECTLY OR IN- 
DIRECTLY SAID TO RESULT FROM THE WORK OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONS. THE JUSTIFICATION FOR THOSE ADDITIONAL, URGENTLY 
NEEDED POSITONS STILL STANDS.
